Washington, Feb. 25— (AP) — 


Say you're making- your 1947 in- 
come tax return on form W-2, the 
withholding- statement.. 


This is the receipt an employe 


gets from a boss for tax withheld 
from his wages or salary in 1947. 
He must give it to you. 


Tou don't do any tax-figuring 


with it. Just fill it out and mail 
it to your internal revenue col- 
lector. 
Don't send any money 


with it. 


He'll check it and notify you if 


you owe him money. 
You have 


30 days to pay him after he 
notifies you. 


If he finds too much tax was 


withheld from you in 1947, you'll 
get a refund. 


Husbands 
and wives—if botn 


had 1947 income and can use form 
W-2 as a separate or joint icturn 
—don't lose money either way by 
filing- jointly or separately. 


Xced Receipts to File 


By law the collector must figure 


out which way is cheaper for them 
when he gets their separate or 
joint returns. If they have a re- 
fund due, he'll send it to them. 


If you worked for more than one 


boss who withheld tax from you 
in 1947, get a form W-2 receipt 
from each. 


You can't make a return on form 


W-2 without all your receipts. 
Without them you'll have to file 
your return on the 1040 short- 
form. 


'When you have them all, attach 


them all"to the form W-2 receipt 
you got from your last boss. 


Fill out that last one. not the 


others. 
But you send them all 


in to the collector. , 


The boss gives you a form W-2 I 


in "original" and "duplicate." You 
keep the "duplicate." Fill -in the 
original" and send it to the col- j 
lector. 


Answer Queries on Back 


On the front of the 'original" the 


boss has written your name and 
address, his name and address, the 
money he paid you and the tax 
he withheld. 


So you don't d'o anything on the 


front of the "original," except 
check your name 
and 
address. 


Turn it over. 
Then you answer 


simple questions on the back. 


This is the way you <J« it: 
Say you're married, with three 


children ,an<3 your 1947 income was 
$4.500 from wages or salary. Your 
wife had $50 Income in dividends 
on stock. 


On line No. 1—left side, back 


of 
"original"—you 
write 
your 


salary $4,500, and, on line No. 2, 
your wife's S50. 


Add them and write the total, 


$4.550, on line No. 3. On line No. 
4 (A) write your wile's name. 


On line No, 4 (B) — where it 


asks if your wife had any income 
—write "yes." 


You Don't Send Money 


Under line No. 4 (B) it asks if 


your wife's $50 income was in- 
cluded in line No. 3. In this case, 
say "yes." 


On line 4(B). xvhere it asks, 


write your income. $4.500. and your 
wife's income. $50. 


And on lino No. 5 slate your 


occupation, and your wife's occu- 
pation. 


Move over now to the right side 


where it tells you to list your 
exemptions. 


You claim your thiee children 


as exemptions since none of them 
had income of $500 or more. 
(If 


a dependent has 
income under 


S500. it doesn't count). 
Write in 


their 
names. 
Each 
exemption 


takes $500 off your income before 
t is taxed. 


Because this is a joint return, 


vou and your wife both sign. 
You'd sign it alone if you alone 
lad income or your wife 
was 


iiaking a separate return. 


Now it's filled out. Send it to 


he 
internal 
revenue collector. 


Don't send money with it.

Oil men here believe the dis- 


covery has little value since it is 
oo far removed from any major 
upe line. They mention the pos- 
ibility, however, that the huge 
storehouse of natural gas might 
be used to supply Casey with fuel. 
The town which formerly used 
latural gas from the nearby Ar- 
.hur Brown well, was deprived oC 
ihe fuel in 1917 when the well 
failed.

Agriculture and Industry are Partners 


In Chicago and Northern Illinois 


IHE LOCATION of Chicago and Northern Illinois has 
made it the world center for food processing and farm 
implement production. A billion dollars worth of food 
is processed annually here in the heart of the nation's 
greatest hog-raising and cattle-feeding area. 


The first beef was packed for shipment to Detroit in 


1832, the hides being utilized for trunks, saddles and 
harness. The growing influx of grain, cattle, hogs and 
other products from the farms soon led to the establish- 
ment of other branches of manufacturing—milling, 
soap and candle-making, lard rendering, glue manu- 
facture and cooperage. 


Supplying Farm Machinery Jo rfw World 


John Deere's development of the steel plow in Grand 
Detour and Cyrus McCormick's decision to move the 
manufacture of his celebrated reaper to Chicago in- 
augurated the agricultural implement industry here. 
Today this area is the largest producer of farm machinery 
in the world. 


Due in great measure to the city's growth as the 


natural railway center of the Middle West, and the in- 
vention of the refrigerator car in 1874, Chicago became 
the hub of the American meat packing industry. Since 
the opening of the Union Stock Yards in 1865, it has 
received nearly one billion meat animals. By 1885, its 
purchases exceeded a million dollars a day. In Illinois 
alone, farmers have derived more than 40 per cent of 
their total income over the years from meat and meat 
products. 


Ingenious utilization of the by-products of the meat 


industry allowed the early packers to market meat at 
lower prices than local butchers in the East could offer. 
Early by-products were lard, tallow, brushes, Prussian 


blue, bone black, beef gall, beef extract, glycerine, 
gelatin, fertilizer and glue. Today, the processing of 
by-products is so specialized that the farmer usually 
receives more for the live beef he markets than the 
packer realizes from the sale of meat from the animal. 
By-products from meat packing now add at least 200 
million dollars annually to Chicago industries. A few 
examples of such by-products are feeds, felt goods, 
leather and sheep-lined clothing, manufacturing bones, 
athletic goods and Pharmaceuticals, for which the 
glands of the animals supply insulin, adrenalin, thy- 
roid extract and many other remedies. 


Several large private laboratories in Chicago and 


Northern Illinois are developing non-food utilization 
of farm crops and residues in this huge grain distribut- 
ing and trading center. The Department of Agricul- 
ture's Research Laboratory in Northern Illinois, which 
discovered a way of multiplying penicillin production 
200 times during wartime experiments, is now seeking 
new uses for corn, soybeans and wheat. 


Still Mon Us** for 


More than fifty products are already manufactured from 
corn. Illinois has four of the nation's eleven corn re- 
fining plants, including one of the largest in the world. 
From soybeans, in which Illinois is a leader in produc- 
tion, are derived paints, plastics, varnish, soap, lino- 
leum and oilcloth, as well as many edible products. 


Learning long ago the value of interdependence be-; 


tween city and farm, the Chicago and Northern Illi- 
nois area is, and always will be, part' and partner of the 
world's richest agricultural empire— the valley of the 
Upper Mississippi and the great plains beyond.

Postwar demand is larger than in the war years. Sketches show the nine greatest users of petro- 
leum. Abnormal increase in their demands, plus distribution troubles, are what cause today's 
local shortages. The Army and Navy, for instance, say they'll need 249,800 barrels a day in 1948; 


the nation's farm tractors will use an estimated 2,821,000,000 gallons during the year.

The army is a gigantic mystery

Earl Long, brother of the late 


Ben. Huey Long, received a top- 
heavy vote over Sam Houston 
Jones in yesterday's Democratic 
runoff primary election for gov- 
ernor. 


An unofficial count of ballots 


cast in 1,108 of the state's 1,878 
precincts gave Long 252,008 votes 
to 143,507 for Jones. 


The nomination assures Long's 


•lection in this traditional Demo- 
cratic stronghold 
of 
the 
deep 


•outh. Republicans, who claimed 
only about 5,000 registered voters 
in Louisiana's last general elec- 
tion two years ago, have not yet 
decided whether they will even 
bother to put up a candidate. 


Yesterday's vote was a strong 


comeback for the Long family. 
Huey's widow said that if Huey 
himself were here "he would be 
proud of this great victory for the! 
people of the state." 


Eight years ago, in 1940. Jones 


defeated Earl in the race for the 
governorship and brought to an 
end the regime set up by Huey 
Long 12 years before.

The senate bill is slated to stay 


in a house pigeon hole until next 
month. House leaders have made 
it plain, however, Uiat rent con- 
trols eventually will be extended 
for at least a year. 


The house 31-day measure goes 


to the senate banking committee,

Need Study Time 


House ' Republican leaders say 


they are putting off study or -ne 
senate 14-month bill to find out 
what effect 
the recent market 


price changes have on rents. 


Main provisions of the senate 


measure include: 


1. Controls would be continued 


through April 30, 1949. 


2. Rents could be increased 35 


per cent where tenants and land- 
lords agreed on a lease running 
through 1949. 


3. Tenants who agreed to a 15 


per cent increase last year—un- 
der the present law—could not be 
charged another. 


4. Those tenants signed leases 


good through 1948. Their present 
rents would.be "frozen" from Jan. 
1, 19-19, to the end of April. Then 
rent control would end for them. 


5. In general, there could be no 


increase befqre April 30. 1919, tor 
tenants who have 
not already 


signed rent-boosting leases, or who 
would not sign under the proposed 
14-month law. 


6. But the federal rent admin- 


istrator would be required to raise 
rents where landlords could show 
they are losing money. How much 
of an increase would be up to the 
administration. 


lU-joct Jail Sentences 


7. Controls would end on non- 


housekeeping rooms 
in 
private 


homes. A proposal to knock this 
provision out of the bill was re- 
jected. 


8. Controls on regular rooming 


and boarding houses could be re- 
moved by the rent administrator 
if he deemed it advisable. 


Bv a vote of 35 to 29, the sen- 


ate struck out a section to jail 
and fine wilful violators of rent 
control. 
This leaves 
violators 


subject only to civil damage suitss 
as under the present law. The 
senate also killed a provision to 
end controls on homes and apart- 
ments renting for $225 or mor» a 
month.

intent to sever the judicial func- 
tions of the agency from its pros- 
ecutire activities is emphasized 
when the authority to initiate 
interlocutory proceedings for tem- 
porary rehpf under section 10-J 
is more carefully considered. 


"If the board itself were to pe- 


tition the court for such tempor- 
ary relief, not only would it be 
performing a function of a pros- 
ecutive nature, but also it would 
have considered, ex parte, facts 
which relate to the very issues 
upon which the board must ulti- 
mately pass in its quasi-judicial 
capacity. 


"It Is reasonable to assume that 


such prosecutive action and pre- 
judgment on the part of the board 
might end to cast the shadow of 
partiality upon the further and 
principal proceedings before the 
board."

McClellan, who says he doesn't 


think President Truman could win 
in November even with southern 
support, plugged Senator Harry F. 
Byrd (D-Va) as a substitute nom- 
inee. But Byrd, who attended the 
meeting, asked that his name be 
kept out of that kind of talk. 


Another revolt leader, who ask- 


ed not to be identified, said the 
name of James F. Byrnes, former 
secretary of state, is on many of 
the southerners' minds. 


Forecast Convention Battle 


Byrd and Byrnes, however, prob- 


ably would encounter as much op- 
position from the north as Truman 
is finding in the south. 


The July nominating convention 


in Philadelphia probably will pro- 
vide the first real battle between 
the Truman Democrats and the 
southerners fighting the president's 
civil rights proposals. 


In preparation for that show- 


down, members of the Dixie group 
are discussing a two-fold plan to 
(1) set up "official" Democratic 
parties in each of their states and 
(2) take the presidential and vice- 
presidential candidates' names off 
those ballots on which they usual- 
ly appear. 


The whole idea would be to di-

Calls "New Look" Ugly

"What do you think of the 'new 


look?' was her query. 


"Oh, so amazing, these long 


skirts, they have such an ugly 
look," he smilingly replied 
and 


his male companions joined htm 
wholeheartedly in the expression 
of opinion. 


Becoming; more serious, Hallberg 


admitted that his wife would scold 
him on his return to Stockholm 
as he had gained at least 35 pounds 
since leaving home. 


"I believe that you Americans 


eat too much," he said, then add- 
ed, "your food is so plentiful, so 
well prepared and tastes so ^ood 
that one cannot resist eating. 
Your homes are kept too warm 
In Sweden the temperature of an 
apartment is about 60. We have 
no coal for fuel but burn wood 
solely, a great deal of it birch 
wood. 


"You are so informal in this 


country and since Coming to Dixon 
I cannot help but observe your in- 
formality when you fellows take 
off your coats and roll up your 
shirt sleeves. It is all so informal 
to me and somethmg that we do 
not seem to have in the European 
countries." 


Hallberg stated that conditions 


in Sweden are far from being the 
same as before the war. Me 
guarded his replies to many ques- 
tions asked him, but did state that 
rationing was practiced and that 
even horse meat was rationed to 
citizens. 
Electric current, devel- 


oped almost solely t>y water power, 
he stated, is rationed and the rules 
governing its use- are ngidly en- 
forced, not only to private citizens 
but to industries as well. 


He had visited the homes of sev- 


eral Dixon amateur radio opera- 
tors, inspected and operated their 
equipment and 
his amazemen 


again mounted to a high level. The 
equipment, he stated, was many 
time* superior to that in use in 
Swedish and other European ama- 
teur radio stations. 
Little equip- 


ment is obtainable at any price, 
he first stated, and what is to be 
had i« Reid at prices four to five 
times greater than charged in this 
country, which required the ama- 
teur operators to resort to drastic 
measures to build their slaUons 
with made-over equipment. Before 
leaving Dixon, he will receive ar- 
ticles of radio equipment tor use 
in his station at Stockholm, pres- 
ents from the local hams. 
The 


amateur equipment which is avail- 
able' in the States, he said, is so 
far superior to anything of its 
kind to be had in Europe and added 
that only a glance into an Amer- 
ican 
amateur 
operator's 
plant 


would amaze the average Europ- 
ean ham. 


Hallberg has spent a few enjoy- 


able days in Dixon and in the 
States and hopes to spend a short 
time in Chicago and a few d«iys in 
New York on his return, but has 
assured his acquaintances in Dixon 
and vicinity that he will return 
to the States on his next vacation 
when he hopes to have more time 
to visit with his new made radio 
friends.
